Justice Stephen C. O'Connell of 
the Florida Supreme Court, chair- 
man of the Judicial Council of 
Florida, told listeners that state 
cabinet action accepting an offer 
by the Insurance Institute for 
-Highway Safety, which is coope- 
rating in a board study of highway 
safety for Florida, made the traffic 
court study possible. 

James P. Economos, director of 
the American Bar Association 
Traffic Court Program, pointed 
out that cooperation of groups in- 
terested in Florida's traffic courts 
and the adjudication of traffic 
cases in the separate counties, is 
vital to successful accomplishment. 

Standards approved by the Chief 
Justices of State Supreme Courts, 
National Conference of Judicial 
Councils, President's Committee on 
Traffic Safety and the American 
Bar Association, will be followed 
in the two-year research program.
